Some Advice to the Colored People 
We are glad to see that the colored 
men whose remarks at the indignation 
meeting last Monday night we felt called 
upon to criticise and rebuke in these col- 
umns yesterday have manifested a feel- 
ing of sensitiveness. It is a healthy sign. 
We take pleasure, therefore, in printing 
the communication of W. A. Pledger ex- 
planatory of his statements at that meet- 
ing. Tue Constitution would not will- 
ingly do injustice to any person, and it 
would much rather defend the colored 
people than to make them the subject of 
criticism. We are sincerely interested 
in their future as citizens as well as in 
their present development and advance- 
ment; and for that reason we do not hes- 
itate to defend them against the wild and 
reckless assertions of their own leaders. 
We repeat here that the indignation 
meeting was uncalled for and calculated 
to do harm. If it is necessary for Jack- 
son McHenry and Pledger to explain in 
the columns of THe ConstituTIon what 
they meant by their apparently wild as- 
sertions last Monday night, how can they 
ever hope to explain to the many 
ignorant colored people who __lis- 
tened to and applauded their wild har- 
rangues? If their remarks were mis- 
construed by a reporter of Tue Constirv- 
TION, who had no thought or desire to do 
them injustice, how natural to suppose 
that they were also misinterpreted by the 
large assemblage of thoughtless negroes?

simple justice to them to say that 
they are disposed to look upon 
it, after reflection, as a very foolish affair. 
It was worse than foolish. It was calcu- 
jated to do harm by arousing prejudices 
that ought never to have existed, and 
which Tnx Constitution has been en- 
deavoring for years to allay. 

Pledger, in his card, says the meeting 
ought to have met the approval of all 
good citizens; but this is a merely me- 
chanical statement. He knows very well 
that it did not meet the approval of all 
the colored people. One of these—Mick 
Mitchell—was present and entered his 
protest against the spirit and purpose of 
the meeting; and it is this protest alone 
that will prevent the harm that might 
otherwise result from the injudicious 
course of those who assume to lead the 
colored people. Pledger goes on to say 
that his statements in regard to slavery 
were not for political purposes, but he 
shows conclusively that he refers to po- 
litical slavery, and assaults the manhood 
and independence of some of the best 
colored people in the state. We have 
the kindest feelings for Pledger. Ilis 
politics are nothing to us. Heis perfect- 
ly welcome to his republicanism. But it 
is a great pity that his ambition should 
be in the direction of politics—it is a 
great pity that he should find it conve 
nient to look at everything through the 
eyes of a politician. He has the 
ability and the tact to become 
the real leader of his people in Georgia. 
He has it in his power to be largely in- 
strumental in mapping out a happy and 
prosperous future for his race, and for 
that reason it is to be regretted that he 
is a politician, How long will it take 
him to learn that politics will no more 
bring prosperity and substantial im 
provement to the blacks than to the” 
whites? In their present condition— 
with anew and hopeful future still to 
conquer, what difference does it make 
to the colored people of Georgia whether 
Hancock or Garfield is elected president? 
Why should not Pledger recognize facts? 
What but his unnatural fancy for poli- 
tics prevents him from going about 
among the negroes and saying to them: 
“Your interests are here—look alter 
“them; your future is before you—pre- 
‘nare forit. You have the ballot—use 
“itin yourown behalf. Here are me. 
“who want your votes; tell these men 
“what you want and expect. Look to 
‘‘vour own interests and the interests of 
‘‘vour families first, and then to the in- 
‘“ terests of your neighbors, whether they 
‘be black or white. The interest of one 
‘citizen of Georgia is theinterest of all.” 

Now, Pledger and the other colored 
leaders may not feel disposed to accept 
this advice. We shall not insist upon it; 
but at the same time we are pro- 
foundly impressed with the belie 
that in this way only is the problem of 
the negro’s future to be successfully 
solved. The interest which THE 
Constitution feels in the progress and 
advancement of the colored people is not 
based upon politics. We do not care 
whether.they vote the democratic ticket 
now or hereafter. They are here—they 
have claims upon us—they enlist our 
sympathies—and the problem of which 
they are to be the victors or the victims 
is one which affects the whites as well 
as the blacks. We may not convince 
them of our disinterestedness, but we 
shall not lose interest in them on that 
account. We shall not fail to defend 
them against the assaults of cowardly 
white people, nor shall we fail to rebuke 
them when they are guilty of the su- 
preme folly of which last Monday 
night’s meeting is an example.

Sosts Distiltertes Im the State. 

North Carolina bas been known for years 
as the “‘tar-heel”state, and even one of its 
rivers bears the name of Tar. The com- 
missioner of agriculture of that state says 
in his manual that the forests of North 


Carolina furnish twice as much turpentine 
and rosin asall the other states ther. 
The numberof the turpentine and rosin 
distilleries in the state are reported at 236, 
The vast forests of pine in southern and 
northwest Georgia that have so long fur 
nisbed lumber and timber for the world, 
owing to the developing power of raiiroads, 
have attracted the owners of turpentine 
distilleries to transfer their operations 
to this abundant and inviting field, 
and now it looms up into an 
enterprise of no mean importance and 
worthy of special note and encouragement. 

These facts are elecited — presence in 
this city of Messrs. W. W. Asbburn, A. 
Peacock and J. Dempsey, distillers, and J. 
W. Griffin, a large owner of timber land in 
Dodge county, who, as a committee from 
the owners of turpentine distilleries and 
those interested in this enterprise are here 
to present to the board of raiiroad commis- 
sioners a matter requiring their correcting 
hand to satisfactorily adjust. Tuey claim 
that the rates for freighv on rosin and tar- 
pentine pow are greater than when these 
products sold’ for four times their present 
} price 

This business is even larger than the 
lumber business. Directly oh the line of 
the Macon and Brunswick raiiroad within 
a distance of forty miles there are seventeen 
distilleries in active operation, ard 
situated nearer the Ocmulgee river 
are between sixty and seventy. 
These distilleries average 5,000 barrels of 
rosin and 1 000 barrels of turpentine annu- 
ally, or one hundred and twenty car-!oads 
Each one of them employ fifteen mules and 
seventy working men, which, with their 
families, makes 115 persons. It requires 
five times as much capital to start oue of 
these distilleries us it dues to start a steam 
saw mill. 

This does not include the distillerics on 
the iine of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad and tbe Brunswick and 
Albany railroad. It is safe to calculate that 
these roads will swell the list to 150 or more 
distilleries in the state. It is easy to cipher 
out the large number directly interested in 
these distilleries, and that over one and a 
half million dollars is invested in them. 

The naked barrel costs 55 cents, and the 
present freight to Savannah or Brunswick 
is 45 cents per barrel of 350 pounds, the ex- 
cess being charged for at the same rate. 
Rosin barrels average 400 #£xpuunds. 
Storage and commission ccs Ss) an 
additional 24 cents per barrel, 
making the grand cost to Savannah or 
Brunswick $124 cents per barrel, while 
the price obtained fer it ranges from $1.10 
to $1.60, an average of $135 per barrel. 
Rosin, as well as turpentine, has declined 
very much recently. . 

These gentlemen simply desire that the 
same rates be given ou rosin and turpeu- 
tine as on lumber, claiming that a car of 
lumber is worth more than a car of rosin. 
Rosin that a few years ago commanded in 
the Savannah market from $9 to $12 per 
barrel now sells at $3. 

There are eleven grades of rosin, the 
finest being gathered first, and each subse- 
quent collection growing more and more 
inferior in quality. Before the completion 
of the Macon and Brunswick railroad the 
rosin that exuded from the pines was de- 
siroyed, and under present rates these men 
claim it is better to destroy it than to bar- 
rel it up and send it to market. 

The rosin sold in Brunswick goes directly 
to New York. 

The railroad commissioners are waiting 
to hear from the superintendent of the 
Mavwon and Brunswick railroad befvre taking 
tinal action. 

It is to be hoped that the magnitude of 
the interests invoived will cause prompt 
and favorable action. In every case hereto- 
fore, where injustice has been shown by 
the shippers or the railroads, the commis- 
sion bas promptly rectified it.

The Twiilight’s Disaster. 

New York, August 4.—About 10:30 this 
morning, the steamer Twilight, while going 
down the bay on her morning trip to Iron 
Pier, at Coney island, ran into the three- 
misted schooner Normandy, at ancbor off 
Bedloe’s island, and sustained considerable 
damage to her upper works, and probably 
to her machinery, as she is being towed 
back to her pier.

Commissioner Raum’s Report. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.—Commiissioner 
Raum, of the bureau of internal revenue, 
submitted his report to the secretary of the 
treasury to-day, showing that during the 
past fiscal year $123 981,916 10 of internal 
revenue taxes have been collected, end the 
entire sum has been paid into the treasury. 
During the past four tiscal years the total 
amount of taxes received by 
internal revenue collections 
$4167 089,885 10, aud the entire 
sum has been paid into the treasury. The 
cost of collection has been about tbree per 
cent. The great bulk of the taxes are paid 
promptly with few penalties and without 
litigation. The frauds in most of the dis- 
tricts have been reduced to a minimum 
during the past four years and well sus- 
tained effort has been made to. sup- 
press the illicit manufacture and sale of 
whisky and tobocco iu a number of dis 
tricts in the southern states 
where for many years these 
practices had heen rife. During 
that period 3,874 illicit stills have 
been seized. 7,078 persons arrested for illicit 
distilling, 25 officers and employees have 
been killed and 55's ounded while enforcing 
laws. The frauds upon the revenue have 
been greatly reduced and violent resistance 
to law has practically ceased in all of these 
districts except the second distric: of Geor- 
gia. 


THE MEXICAN METHOD 


Still Developing at a Vigorous Rate. 

City of Mexico, via Havana, July 27.— 
The disorders and revolts reported recent- 
ly from various parts of the republic, thongh 
inspiring no serious fears, continue, not- 
withstanding the assertions that all is quiet. 
The opposition, enraged at General 
Gonzales’s success, calls President Diaz 
a bloody despot, and predicts that 
Gonzales wiil be a werse one. The situa- 
tion of the country is confused and unde- 
fined. President Disz has called General 
Gonzales to the capital. The late disorders 
at Mazatlan were serious. A regular battle 
was fought at Villa Union between 600 
propunciados, with three cannon, under 
General Vamerezes, and 250 government 
troops under command of Colonel Reiss. 
The killed on both sides numbered 100. 
The rebels retired, leaving two of their can- 
nen. Colonel Reiss was followfng them 
up. President Diaz has created the latter a 
brigadier general as a reward for _ his vic- 


ry. 
Notwithstanding the excessive heat there 
is no yellow fever at Vera Cruz.
